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FEBRUARY, 1896. 
The highest temperature in the shade at the Adelaide Observatory during the month was 110°-9 on the 17th; and the lowest, 53-4, on 
the Ist and 3rd. The mean temperature of the month was 75°:0. 


The greatest range of the thermometer in one day, 37°0, took place on the 8th, viz., from a maximum of 93°°5 to a minimum of 56°+5; 
the lowest range, 11°°3, on the 25th. 


The mean height of the barometer was 29°850 inches; the maximum, 30°108 inches, occurred on the 26th; and the minimum, 29°511 inches, 
on the 17th.
